Ho 
is a typical capitalist lawyer, xain and a^)bitio^l8, and ready to deliver 
a floweiy oration on any side of any question, according aa the occaaion 
may demand, or his retainer dictate, lie has tho jury^nvaver'a knack 
of looking serious and full of “conviction,” white uttering statementa 
and opinions that he docs not feel at heart. Macaulay termed the law¬ 
yers, “Miwsrs. Kitliersides," and the term fils Goff to a T. 

Goff’s father is t federal judge, one of those capitalistic political 
creatures who have disgraced onr, common humanity by their infamoua 
injunctions against the laboring class, the class that makes this a pros¬ 
perous nation for the capitalist class. Before becoming a federal judge 
he was a railroad attorney. Goff liims*df secured his law training at 
Harvard college, and the president of Harvard college saya that tho 
man who takes the placid of a worker who is striking for beltey condi¬ 
tions, “is a hero!” <!off came to Milwaukee eight years ago, and while 
the industrial workiner of the city have lawn slaving at daylong toil 
month after month and getting further behind in the battle of life each 
year, Goff has been making hay while'the sun shone into his law office, 
his talents being recognized by the corporations, and so today he is 
building a palace on I’rosficct avenue, an avemie which a capitalist city 
administration kfs'ps in the sleekest possible ennditinii, while neglecting 
the hack streets where the workers live. Goff takes his luncheons at the 
MiUankee eluh. wliere Banker Bigelow and other high finance fellows 
hang out and where, the worlting class is never refem-d to save in terms 
of contempt And Goff ^shares this contempt. 

The writer of these lines »ss in .Indgir Ludwig’s court room whexi 
Goff argued the infamous Kreutzberg habeas lorpiis case in 1902. 
Kreutxberg was the superintendent of the Central Fourdiy, and had 
been arrested on a warrant sworn ont liy organized labor charging him 
with breaking tho law forbidding an employer to discriminate against 
a worknuin because he belonged lo a union. The iiuin he liad discharged 
was a competent workman, as the foreman admitted, but Kreutzberg had 
tolil him that if he wanted to continue working in the foundry he would 
have to give up his union membership. For two hours Goff poured out 
his spleen against the working class and the labor organizations. It 
wasn’t simply lawyer babble, this time, it was genuine class hatred. 
Oo',r was speaking forth his Milwaukee club feeiingc. 

It was, therefore, no accident that such a man was picked out bv 
tbe capitalists dominating the Republican party for their candidate for 
mayor. At tlial time they did not dream of the approaching Sr'rial- 
Democratio landslide, and wanted to be sum that tbe Republican randi- 
date waa erjuslly as subservient to the capitalist intetests as the Demo- 
cretio candidate was known to be.

WHY THE FEW ARE RICH AND THE MANY POOR.

The opportunity of the politiciana to quibble on thia point 
come* from the aimple fact that the poor are not poorer, or 
becoming poorer in the aense that they receive lesa for their 
labor, or live more poorly than their forefathers did. Wages are 
higheif than they were at the beginning of the la.5t century, but 
in many branches of industry they arc not as high as they were 
in I87n —in fact, wages steadily declined ffom 1870 to 1898, 
when there came a revival, which was followed in i;i03-4 by 
another depression. The downw.vrd course of 'vages fron' 1870 
to 1893 is plainly .shown in Carroll' 1). Wright's liook, “The 
Industrial Evolution of the United States.” 

Xor will any fair minded man who i.s familiar with the facts 
deny that tlie qverape worker of to-day lives on h much better 
scale than did the working cla* a century ago—a fact for which 
the veiy good reason may be olTercd that the working class vnll 
not consent to live less poor!v than it does; IT WII.E STHlKK 
FIHST. 

But when this much has Iwen said, nothing nioro can be 
truthfullv offered in denial of the nllegetiou that the poor arc 
growing poorer. That the ]ioor arc not growing /e« poor is 
readily apparent from the fact that the |ioor man today is work-' 
ing for exactly what the poor man of a century ago toiled for— 
a liare living. Between the so-eallcd ■‘prosperity” of the working 
man of tonlay and the poverty of an empty tiiphoard, there i* 
no wider margin to-day than there was in the en.«c of the poor 
man of a century ago—in fact, it is doubtful if the margin is ro 
wide. The wage-worker of the prewnt usually has aliout ten 
days’ supplies between his family and utter dtsUitution. If this 
statement Reenw to do ininstice to tlie wage-workers’ financial 
condition, pleam watch the conr.se of the ne.\t. grrat strike and 
see how much time elapses K-fore the strikers la-gin to apply to 
their unions for relief. If you are n wage-worker, ask yourself 
how long you. could be idle without going hungry, borrowing 
nioney or getting credit? If yon could go more than ten days, 
yon arc an exception to the general rule. 

The fart is. that the working class lives on a higher scale 
now than did the working class of 190 vc.irs ago, but is uevi-r- 
tiieless working for only a hare living. 'Jo the extent then, that 
the working class scale of living is now higher than was tlio 
working class scale of living a century ago, it is therciore assur- 
edlv true that the condition of the class has improved. 

But in other respects, equally important, the condition of the 
workers is much worse than it was iti 1800. in l.'s.'iO or in 1870. 
Since the bulk of the national wealth has fallen into the hands 
of a few, it has followed ns a logical consequence that most 
men—fanners excepted—have to work for the few that own 
all the machinery of prdduetion. Of eouns*. the fanner is to all 
intents and piiqioses only a wage-worker, since the ounership of 
a farm has <*ome to ineun little more than the ownership of a 
job; but tie" farmer, plundered ns he is. onlinarily has the sati=- 
faetion of Imowing tliat he cannot be thrown out of work. In 
fact, if there is anything the farmer is sure of it is work—much 
work and little money. 

With the great class of men eomjielled to work for wages for 
the small class, the workers have been injureil to the i xtenl of 
having lost one of their most valuable natural rights. We still 
talk about the “right to live." ns if, having Wn givee, hv the 
Creator, it could legally Ik- taken aw.iy from the inrst humble 
human la-ing only a.s punishment for crime; hut the working 
class has lost this right, even though it wa.s to get and to hold 
it that the forefathers of the toilers fought in the lievolutionary 
war to establish for tHem.selvec and their descendant,' the rights 
of 'Tifc. liberty and the pursuit of happiness." 

If you arc a wage-worker and flatter yourself that you stiil 
have a right even to live, to say nothing about being free, or 
pursuing happiness; ask yourself what the right to live is worth 
without an equal right to obtain from your own toil, without

new government more nearly to their liking. 

Yet rend history ns you will, .and yon will find that when 
forces have lieen put into oiicration and permitted to continue, 
that caused thi concentration of wealth inlothe h.inds of a few, 
tlie eoneen{ration h.ea gone orf and on—the rich have grown 
richer and^ie jioor have grown [lonrer. The fate that has over¬ 
taken the governments that have permitted the contim^ opera¬ 
tion of such forces, has invariably lieen obliteration in the dark¬ 
ness of revolution. .\nd oftentimes the blind hatred that caused 
stph revolutions has caused the people to suffer more terribly 
for a while nttern-ard than thev did heforfe Socialism seeks to

The furniture in the coltagc is elwap and i)ooi^-bo45 
at exorbitant prices on the installment plan. Ills wife andS 
dren look like outcasts, beside the wife and children of ha 
emplo.ver, who served his mind as fashion plates when be m 
' hinking about dressing Ms own f.imilv iiell; aud so faru giria. 
his children an education—it is out of the questiun. 'fhert u 
free public schools, of course, but his chiliin-n can never eg 
through them. Tressed by poverty, his daughter has left tte 
sehmil before finishing the grammar grades to enter the faetoty 
and by the time that his cmployerV daughter has finished ^ 
high school, the wage-worker’s daughter has liecome hollo*, 
chestetl and pale from toiling year after year over a cigar fiotorr 
bench or a machine in a laundry. ' 

Does the worker fail to make the mental contrast betvna 
the employer’s fresh young daughter., dressed in her graduatim 
dress of white, and his own poor girl? 

Could the father of any working girl make the contrast with¬ 
out tcanling something, inability to obtain which would matt 
him poor? 

But that isn't the-worst of the wagi--workpr's lot. The prti. 
ent ha.s little enough of light in it for liiiii and Ips class, bat the 
future is blorl: and the further nhcdd the working elnst looks, 
under e.\-i.sting conditions, the hlnrlrr the future tiecomn. Just 
now there may lie a clianee to quibble about whether the poor 
are liecoming poorer, for the reason that wages arc higher tliu 
they have lieen at limes in the pa'i and the standard of 
is Iiigher than ever. Liilior has thus tar liven able to foiS 
wages that woiihl enable if (o maintain the present standard </' 
living for the reason that the country is enormously rich ianik 
Ural wealth. Development lias gotiv on at a terrific pan vitlit 
siieli wonderful material results that the I'nited Staiea is thf 
richest country in the world. Small wonder then that froii 
this abundance, labor has been able to inrreasc a little iu staap; 
ilnrd of living even from so greedy a task-master as capitalisalh 

Bill there is an end even to the natural wealth of the Unit^ 
Slates. The end has already been roai-hoil in some of the Ni*7 
England states in which the population is steadily decrcaiii^ 
and the value of all property diminisliihg. In fact, theie^ 
nothing east of the Missis.sippi that cannot be said to be 
well ''developed,' .And most of this development has tala*' 
place in the last fiflv vears with a popnlatien that never eicceddC 
fin.dOfl.nOO until 1-890.

Is there anything more heart-rending than the fear that 
haunts millions that they may soon be out of work? 

“There is nothing worse than povertv except the fear of pov¬ 
erty” someone has said, and it is prettv nearlv true, ’('he uncer¬ 
tainty of employment under the wnge..systcm hangs like a pall 
over the world. Men who grow old without ever losing their 
jobs suffer mental tortures with the rest for fear thev trill lose 
them; for there is and can he no seenritv for the man whose 
right to obtain from his labor the neceissaries of life for himself 
and his family is dependent upon the whim of an employer. 
Wonder is often expresserl that the tendency toward insanity

Now there are 8,000 millionaires and mnlti-raillionaiies, and 
one billionaire, so it is hardly worth while for anyone to deny 
that the rich arc growing richer. .And as the rich are not usually 
engaged in productive labor, it must neoeas,-iriIy follow that tht^ 
are growing richer by appropriating the products of those who 
do toil. 

It is not so plain, however, that the poor are grow ing poorer 
■nd therefore the politieians always deny it—which is not 
strange, perhaps, when tha fact is considei^ that their ability 
to pnidiiec “pro.vperitv” hallneination" in the minds of the 
thonglitlosR is their principal stock in trade. Yet the. charge so 
often made that the poor are, growing poorer, seems to be import¬ 
ant enough to require frequent denial, I’resident Roosevelt him¬ 
self having devoted a whole speech in Sonth Dakota to its denial 
during hi* memorable trans-eoniincntal trip in 1903. f.er which 
the railroad eoitipanies kindly /umi«hcd him free transportation 
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(Adopted by the Socialist Party ia Rational Conrention at Indianapolis, InA, w 
July 31, 1901.) ^ 

The Socialist fcrty, in national coBYention asaerobled, raifBrmt ita adber- ^

Private ownership of the means of production and diatrfbutlon ia retpontible 
for the ever-increasing uncertainty of livelihood and the poverty And misery of 
the working claaa, and it ^videa society into two hostile classes—the capitaliata 
and wage>workers. The once powerful middle class is rapidly diaappearing in the 
mill of competition. Ihe struggle ia now between the capiUliat daas and tba 
working class. The poseetaion of the means of livelihood gives to the capitaliata 
the control of the govehxment, the press, the pulpit and the ecMols, and ena- 
bles them to reduce the workingmen to a atate of intellectnal, physical and aodal 
Inferiority, political aubeervience and virtual slavery. 

The economic intereata of the capitalist claea dominate onr entire social 
system; the lives of the working class are recklessly ucrificed for profit, wars kA' 4 
are fomented between nations, indiecriminato slaughter ia encouraged and the 
destruction of whole races ia aanctioned in order that the capitalist! may ex- 
tend their commercial dominion abroad and enhance their eupremacy at home. ^/j 
But the tame economic causes which developed capiulism a^e leading to .-ref. 
Socialism, which , will abolish both the capitalist class and the class of wage- n.* 
workers. And the active force in bringing about this new and higher order of 
•ochty is the working clast. All other classes, despite their apparent or actual 
coflilictt, are alike interested in the upholding of the system of private owner- 
ship of the instrumenta of wealth production. The Democratic, Republican, the 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and nil other parties which do not stand for V. 
the complete overthrow of the capitalist system of production, are alike political

Y'on don’t eee how the voters stood such a thing ! Why, were not 
you one of the toteri, yourself, or your father before you ? Voters will 
stand for all aorta of rascalities before they get their eyes open, and 
eqiecially when the capitaliata are in control of the newspapers the 
voter must read. Not only did the voters stand it, without really real¬ 
ising it, but they have never made a protest since. Nay, more! They 
have acquiesced in Payne’s elevation to the high honor of being post¬ 
master general of these United States, and are now booming Wall as the 
Wiacensin candidate for jlresidcnt Yon hear people mouthe such 
phrases as “honesty is the best policy,’’ and that rascality does not actu¬ 
ally pay. .4b, bless you. Wall and Payne don’t think so!, Now, honesty 
ought to pay. But as long as our public morals are built up on the 
current business morals of tiie capitalist system, dishonesty will reap re¬ 
wards. Just fooe that fact squarely, and think it out. 

But BO far as the working class is concerned, the situation in Mil¬ 
waukee is rrfi-.bettcr than it was in the days of Wall and Payne. The 
Deriiocratie legislation in the city hall and the Republican legislation in 
!hc court house is for the one general beneficiary: Capitalism. And the 
people’s “representatives” in both tliose branches of Milwaukee’s gov¬ 
ernment are simply continuing in force and making stronger the aintch 
iin car throats of the monopolists that was begun in the davs when 
Wall and Payne controlled the situation. For iha last four or five years 
tlie money him of the BcpuuTlcan party of Wisconsin, Pfister, has been 
in control of Milwaukee’s Democratic mayor—^yet how many voters re¬ 
ally have thought of that fact! 

But what we want to point out is, not that, our wrong government 
comes so much from individuals, 'is that bevond that, it is capital¬ 
ism that' rules and corrupts and cheats the hulk of the people—^that is, 
the working class—whichever of the capitalist parties is in power, or

local government. The voter has swallowed this dose all along, as If 
it were a dope as well as a dose.

Why There are so Many Divorces Under Capitalism. || 


Two of the principle arguments 
advanced by opponents of Socialism 
arc that human nature is too selfish 
for the ohango proposed and that 
Socialism would disrupt the home. 
As to the first proposition, wc claim 
that the capitalist class is suffering 
from an overdose of selfishness and 
that the working cla-ss is suffering 
from an under dose, induml by ig¬ 
norance. It is left to Socialist agi¬ 
tation to bring about a balancing of 
the two. -As to the second argument, 
that Socialism would destroy the 
home, it is ridiculous, but we will 
consider it For one thing, we know 
too well that the average working 
man is not being paid enough under 
the prevailing capitalistic rate of 
wages to support a family in com¬ 
fort and to properly educate his 
children. As soon as children of 
the working class' are fourteen years 
of age (and often before) they are 
sent, whether mole or female, to the 
factory or shop, and coming in com¬ 
petition with men, indirectly reduce 
wages. This state of affairs, and tlie 


general in.si'ciirity of living under 
the present system of society, gives 
ri.se to widespread celibacy. The 
young man, doubtful of his ability 
to support a family, remains un¬ 
married. This means many, many 
more unmarried females who must 
seek employment to'sustain tliem- 
sclvci. It also increases the com¬ 
petition on the female side of the 
marriage counter, and the re.sult is 
far reaching. To escape tlie drudgery 
of factory work, the girls take ad¬ 
vantage of the first opportunity of¬ 
fered, and marry for support in¬ 
stead of for love. The natural re¬ 
sult is in many cases a'legal separa¬ 
tion sooner or later. And beside 
this—taking the case of my own 
city, Milwaukee, for instance, a city 
of 32.'i,000 inhabitants—more fam¬ 
ily troubles arc settled and fixed up 
in a year, to avoid publicity, than 
find their way into divorce hill.s. 
'ITiere liave bwn filed with the clerk 
of the Milwaukee county court about 
700 divorce complaints in each of 
the last few vears, and almiit 600 


decrees of divorce have lieen grant¬ 
ed each year, and the number is in- 
rrrasinij.' Here is an item in the 
daily papers that says: “Nearly half 
of the motions in the superior and 
circuit courts yesterday were in di¬ 
vorce mattiTS, and the jud^ have 
concluded that steps should be taken 
to expedite their disposal, so that 
other cases bo not delayed. The 
divorce actions hat'C increased io 
such an extent that one judge would 
be Iccpt busy in hearing them." Un¬ 
questionably such a state ot affairs 
coul^ not exist under Socialism, 
»hen young people would be given 
the opportunity of marrying for 
pure love, not from considerations 
of money and support. Capitalism 
destroys the home, in fact, it keeps 
large numbci's from making homes 
at all. .And «hen they have suc¬ 
ceeded a large number are disrupted 
by divorce proceedings.

The primary object of the “Work¬ 
ingmen’s Circle” is to educate the 
workingmen—to enlist them in their 
own class interests, and cause them 
to sec aright the economic battle now 
being waged by the real producers 
of wealth. 

Only woricingmen and their fam¬ 
ilies are eligible to membership. 

Tho feature which has drawn 
thousands into these societies is the 
benefits which are offered, and which 
arc as follows: 

In case of the death of the hus¬ 
band. the wife receives $400. I f the 
wife dies the husband receives $200. 
If any child dies tho society bears 
all funeral expenses. In esse the 
husband or wife is stricken with con¬ 
sumption or any other disease re¬ 
quiring a change of climate, $100 
are allowed for traveling expenses. 
Sick beneflta are six dollars a week 
for fourteen weeks. 

It is cheap insurance because it is 
at actual cost, and there are no sal¬ 
aried officers.

But corruption in our municipal affaire is not a new occurrence, and wo call attention 
to tho fart that it is; to the cormptlre power of capitalism, playing npon the renality, the uncertainty for the future 
and the buamess instinct of those who hare made politica a business, that we owe the scandalous corruptiou of our 
government. By the average capitalist and business man the bribing of a politician is considered absolutely legiti¬ 
mate, if business rr,|nires It. 

We do not need to prove these pointL They were proved by the grand jury. 

A rnimici.ial government carmot have the same md in view as -a private business. A municipal government ought 
never to be conducted from motives of personal gain. The trouble is that too many municipal governments have 
been so conducted—and that is juot the reason why wo have investigations in St. Louis, Grand Rapids, Chicago, Mil¬ 
waukee, etc.—administrations, every one of them. 

Ifor does any intelligent rrran longer believe in the panacea of electing ao-called *igood men*^ to office. Plenty of 
-good men" have been corrupted by the eyetem which they have tried to patch up and regulate. All higb.souuding 
cUmor by capiUUst parties about business principles, "good men,* etc. Is therefore simply a dishonest bid for vote. 
Business corrupts poDtica. 

The Social-Democratic party goes to the root of the eviL Socialism will some day entirely remove the causes, 
and they will only disappear to the extent that wo introduce Socialism. ArJ the Social-Democrata, having this goal 
in view, are above temptation. Of the many Social-Democrats elected in Germany, England and Austria, hardly one 
hae ever falleu by the wayside. The Social-Democratic party, while a class organisation of the proletariat, ia today 
also the only party of high moral ideas, because it is "in accord with the trend of dviiiiation and with the necesaitiea 
of the day. • 

Xt ia not claimed that by wirming an isolated victory in a city like Milwaukee we can have Socialism. But 
anch a victory would be a atep forward, a mile-stone on the way of human progresa. 

'And first of all things, it would mean a tremendous cleaning up of the municipal affairs of Milwaukee. 

In the light of the above facts we make the following demands; 

t. That no more franchises for public utilities shall be sold, leased or given away. The city shall take charge 
aa soon as possible of all public utilities now in privste hruids. The dty shall compel the public utility corporations 
to give good service. Especially the street car company shall be made to meet the public needs as to the number of 
cars miming, seating rapacity, heating, ventilation, etc. Theaity shall regulate the price of gas, and shall appoint a
